It iawell to liave an abundunes
of palbibage plavls of a large late yarioly,
und st them oul wherever thers 1 room,
and far beyond the needs of the family.
A ovennionnl enbbage next winter will be
o treol to the eow. Experiments mada a
duzen years ago with soime twenly yarieties
ol the Soutliern Cow Pea shawed, inelden-
tklly, that even al the North, if they did
oot ripen their seadn, Lthey would give an
enurmous welght of herboge updn a #mall
arew. Thils pen is highly yalued for animals
at the Sauth, both fresh an hay, and seams
to se worth ieyving 1o Northern localitiss a»

Wheat harvest iz in progress all over the
Southern hulfof Kaoese. It s geneorally
predlicted (hat the ayernge yield per acre
will be 20 bu, or more. At this rate the
geand total for the Biate will be ot leas
40,000,000 bu. The Kuusas Farmer, be.
coming enthused oyer the sutlook, indulge
in the following bewildering dreay ol
aritnmatioal caleulations:

Let us seeabout 50 movement of so larg
a crop. 400 bushols is 4 large losd for one
freight ear. AL Lhal rate it woold require
100 000 ears bo haul our wheal erop, Allow
ing 20 carw Lo the train, we slinald by
5,000 teaing and giving to esch train one
Lil! mile on the track Lhe procession would
be 2,500 miles long. Pulting the enr
together in solid traln, snd move them by
st overshiol water wheel driven by Niagors,
we would have (30 leel space 1o the eur)
568 miles of solid Lrain, or neariy Lall way
from Topeka to New York City,
